The Smash UP OP THE CavERNMENT Pre- 
dicted. 

New York, Dec. 24. — Tha Times' 
liondpn correapocidenfe cables: Despite 
rumoirs of 'dissensions and rivafries in 
side the Cabinet, the resij^uation of 

■ Lord Randolijli Churcliill Imd a groat 
and startling t'lfuct in political circles, 
and unless all signa fail will be the 

' signal for the downfall of the Tory 
Ministry. Otiurchill has been growing 
'angrier and more impatient for a long 
time over the dissension of the old- 
time Tories in the Minifatry to his 
schRrues for Ireland and England. 
Then\hi! recent dragging of tlio JJuke 
of Marlborough, Lord Kandolph's bro- 
ther, through the divorce court vexed 
bis never too amiable temper. He was 
harassed, nervous and shattered by 
constant illnessj till he got at last in a 
thoroughly truculent state. This weak- 
ens the natural theory of a ileep luid 
Bcheiue buck of tliii resignation. Jt is 
more likely the petulant act of a sick 
and angry man; but that is no reaaon 
why^it should not have s"riou8 and far- 
reaching consequences. He is not a 
man to .sit meekly and be buffeted for 
his error.s. He will lie in a mood to 
tight Lis recent eoiL-agues on a slioit 
range U]jnii points ni controversy 
which embrace pruciically everyliiing 
the iMiriister can touch for the uezt:

■ Irelauii, ruleu of pruceiiure, tiit- J.omlon 
muAioipal syateui, the rotten luireau 
cracy of the army and navy, tlie i imi 
purchase and local government 
schemes. On all of these he iH m whole 
accord wiib - Joseph Ghitiuberlain, and 
it is likely tliat' tlicae two will now 
raise the standard of ii new fourth 
party strongly radical and open ne 
gotialions with ilii; (il Ki;,tonians and 
Pai'nellites fur a cum liiuiUion. 

It is olivious the ri-emu r miiHl, now 
ask the Miir(ju.»s of 1 1 iiiiini;ion ami 
Mr. Goschen to join ilje Ministry, a 
seal being found for the latter.

Ciladiitoiie Believes Home Kuie 
Now Probable ■ 

CUanibcrlain and hin' IWcwIy- 
(Plucked Olive' Branch. 

New Youk, Deo. 26 —G. W. SmHlIey'a 

cable Bpeciiil to the Tribune from Lnndon: 
It eeenia necessary to reatlirm what I tule- 
grnphed you on Thur.sday that l/uta Ran- 
dolph Ohurchdl'a rosigMation w,ia impart- 
ed te the TiMieB witliout thu knewlcdj^u of 
hia collea^uuB, and by hiinjolf. The rela- 
tions between Lord Randolph' and the 
editor of the 'limeii have long been rather 
iiitiniate, and in the pruaent cnae li is safe 
to assume that the two editorials on 
Thursday svoro thoroaultof personal com- 
niuiiicatiouB . The 'J'inieH did not then, 
and does not now eipunsu Lord Rau- 
didph'a cause. Nobody eapouaed it. He 
is without a defender, and atttnda alone, 
tlo roaiated every effort to induce him to 
remain in the ministry. The Queen did 
her utmost. Lord Randolph visited her 
majesty at Windsor, in coinpauy witli 
Lord George UamiltDii, with whom ho is 
neither personally nor ollicidlly on good 
teiins, and the three talked matters over, 
but without result. Thia aj^graratea, if 
anything can aggravate, Lord Randolph 'a 
broach of otiquetto in announcing his ron- 
iynalioii before it had been ollicially com- 
municated to aiid been accepted by tlie 
queen. Lord Salisbury, whose preroga- 
tive it was tu make the fact public at hia 
own timo and in hia own way, waa still 
considering the poasibility of retaiuing 
Lord Randolph when he opened his Times 
on Thursday mortiing. Those details 
touch the root of the wliolo matter. Had 
Lord Randolph Churchill resigned in con- 
formity to custom and precedent, the sit- 
uation w('uld have bean serious for hia 
parly and fur himself, but not, as it ia 
n >w considered, , irreyocaihle..;;^; ..There 
seems to be no thought whatever ot ask- 
ing him to reaume office. 

CHUKOUILL CENSURED BY ALL. 

His frionda are severest of all in cen- 
sure. The oommoneat: thing said ia that 
he resigned in a fit of ill temper, regard- 
leaa of the interests of liia paity and of 
the country. Attempts to justify his res- 
ignation by reference to naval and mili- 
tary estimates are met by two anawera; 
Thoy were and are but sketch eatimatos, 
so that opposition, in order, to get the 
money's worth for^the money, or, in other 
worda, to secure efficient aervicea, waa 
premature ; secondly, the entire cabinet 
has affirmed ih-principlo the absolute ne- 
ceaaity of increasing the military and 
naval force, in view of a probable contin- 
ental war. 

Lord Salisbury's first step, in conso- 
quonco of Lord Randolph's resignation, 
has been to renew to Lord Hartington 
hia previous otler, and Lord Hartington 
is on hia way from Rome, considering 
whether he will accept office under Lord 
Salisbury or form a coalition-ministry 
with Lord Salisbury's support. "The first 
is now thought most improbable, and the 
second is a proposal on which Lord Hart- 
ington will consult his friends. It would 
be most unpalatable to the toriea aa a 
party, but the crisis is one which can not 
be met by party tactics. Toe toriea ad 
mit 'these- preoiuBes, while' debliuiug to 
draw inferences. ,

The hand 
Chaniburlaiii held out on Thursday even- 
ing waa grasped on Friday morning by 
the U.iily ISt'Wj, and negotiations, it is 
b.ilicved, wero at ouoe ctirtud with much 
higher authority. 

The secret wa^ tliat Lord Randolph waa 
Chamberlain's one point of ountnct with 
the tory niiniairy. It is poaaible for 
Lord Hartington to join a tory or a coali- 
I'.on government, but it ia not possible 
for Chamberlain to du so. . 

A GLAD8TONK PARTY POSSIBLE. 

The reunion, therefore, beotnes pro- 
bable between the (Jladatonians and one 
aeolion of the liberal unionists. Oham- 
berlaiu's personal following in the house 
of commuua ia small, but an important 
point is the break-up of the unionist par- 
ty. Even the Pall Mall Gazette, wliich 
never.misses a chance of reviling Cham- 
berlaibi^dmita that tliia overturu ought 
to be-aobeptcd, reviling him still, while 
admitting it. If Lord Hartington refuies 
to form or join a coalition miniatry, the 
hour has struck for an Irish parliament. 

The Star's London cable special says: 
I have good re laon to know that (ilad- 
stono looks at the situation from tho 
Btandpoinl of homo rule, as more hopeful 
than at any time since |he took a hand in 
the struggle. Morloy ahurea his con- 
fidence and is naturslly elated at the ex- 
traordinary change in the aituation. 

lOiiylish journala predict that (Jladstono 
will bo in olhco again in a couplo of 
months, and many coulheadcd observera 
are of thu aame opinion. Tho present 
government at any rate ia doomed. 
Lord Hartington will not consont to join 
Salisbury in tho (ocmation of a coalition 
goveniinont, unless allowed to givo sev- 
eral seats in the cabinet to hia most pro- 
minent followers, replacing men who are 
too fond of oil]ci3 to give up their posi- 
tions without a struggle. Tho demor- 
tlization of tho party wonld thus be inten- 
sified, and the split oaiinod by Lord Ran- 
dolph's Churehill a deaortion is •.vidonod. 
It is a question whether Lord Salisbury 
Wonld not lose more from defeotions in his 
own party than he would gain from 



unionist accessions if he ahould agree to 
Lord Hitrtington'a terma. Lord Salis- 
bury will probably find himself obliged to 
proceed alone, patuhing up the existing 
cabinet as beat aa he oau, and standiuft 
on a tury. platform.' The overthrow of 
auoh a goyernment ia merely a question 
of weeks and a choice of opportunity.

The 
action last night delays but does not mar 
this gruat question. Uad the original roso- 
latiou carried there would have been no 
hope of a clean city for many years to 
come.

QUEBEC FOLITI08. 

It Wjpnld seem to be very evident that 
M;;^^«^^lll fail in his over-reaching 
ambition. That crafty politician has long 
hungered after the premiership of Quebec, 
and his famous "round robin" will go down 
to history ns an artful attempt on his part 
to coerce Lieutenant-Governor Massou into 
granting his desires. The air ia again 
thick, isays the Montreal Gazette, with 
rnmpni. touching tho ministry at Quebec. 
O&e story hais it that the whole government 
contemplate immediate resignation, another 
that the Hon. Dr. Boss will retire and bo 
succeeded in the premiership by Attorney- 
Oeneral Taillon, and yet another that Judge 
Ange^rB. . will ^qndertt&e the leadership. 
As "to' the thilh of these reports, 
we haye no means of ascertaining, other 
than the dictates of common souse, act- 
ing upon which we Have no hesitation 
in declaring the statefnent thai lesigna 
tion is contemplated by the government 
as deruid of foundation in fact. The bal- 
ance of power between tbe^twP 'Pikrties 
rests with the independent or national 
conservatives, who aro much more apt to 
side with their lifelong allies than to throw 
ia their lot with Mr. Meroier and assume 
the responsibility of the administration of 
provincial affairs by such as he. Tho lib- 
erals are iti a minority in the house; at 
.^in'irat,^^!^^^^ than thir- 

ty-one membera, or three less than are 
essential to the defeat of the ministry, and, 
as the recent by-olectious domonstrnte, 
the d/ift of public opinion has again set 
agsift'at them. 'Vhether Judge AoKers 
would unciertake the task of conducting 
the governraont, we have no means of 
knowing; but it is posaiblu that, emulat- 
ing the example sot by Mr. Blake when 
ho withdrew from tho premiership of 
Ontario, Ilia Honor tho Lieutenant- 
governor may call upon that gentleman. 
Mr. Mowat, it will be remembered, stepped 
down from the bench to the legislature. 
Judge Angers has had experience in the 
Quebec assembly and in the proTihoial gov- 
ernment; his ability ia nnquestidned, and 
if it should^happen that the duly of form- 
ing a minist^ is entroBted to him, as cap- 
able and honest an administration of public 
affairs as we now have would coufideutly be 
anticipated. Whutever coihho may bo pur- 
sued in respeot of tho pcrsmiiicl of the gov- 
ernment, nu ef.rly seKfiiou of tlio logialature 
is doHinUiio. Tho uormal period of meet- 
ing will soon couio roiiud, and as thirty 
days' notice of the Bossiou has to be given 
it will be tho beginning of Tobruary before 
members assemble; beyond that tiiuo no 
postponement ought to be mad e. It will 
then speedily be determined upon which 
side of the house the majority is found.

Thomas P. O'Connor, in a cable to the 
New York Star, says: Some English jour- 
nals predict that Gladatono will soon bo 
in power again, and many cool-headed 
obaervors aro of the same opinion. The 
present government, O'Connor says, ia 
doomed, as Lord Hartington will not join 
Salisbury in the formation of a doalitien 
government, unless allowed to give sev- 
eral seats in the cabinet to his moat pro- 
minent followers.

In tliis our further 
rojiort, which may bo eousidered as u eou- 
tiuu.itiou of the preliniiimiy report, cousid- 
j nrod and approved by the eouneil on the 3d 
day of Slay last, we beg to say that prior 
to leaving Victoria, Mr. Pickering examined 
every Htrect within your district with a view 
Camongst otlier things) tp 'make a record of 
the probable amount of. the trap rook which 
would bo met with in the several excava- 
tions. In this he had tho bonedt of the 
local knowledge of your officer kindly 
given. This was tabulated for reference in 
forming our ' estimate Of the probable ex- 
penditure. 

In working out tbo sections we soon 
discovered that the chief factor of cost was 
in the trap oxeavntions. Wo havo calculat- 
ed §3 per cubical yard for all trap excavat- 
ing, and this uatt«r baa engaged our best 
attention in studying how the rook should 
be dealt with. We tbiiik that a . tramway 
will have to be laid along one Mde of each 
trench bearing trap, and portable multi- 
tubular boilers used to run on these tram- 
ways to -generate ateam to work a series of 
drilling miiobiuea, and when tho exploaives 
are ryady to be iired tbo boilers should bo 
run out of liarm's way, to be agaiu brought 
up for further autiou. The steam conueo- 
tiuna from tbo boiler to tho drilling ma- 
chines would be lloxible, more or less, uud 
I easily dipcouneeted or joined up. If some 
such m.ichiuory woro well haudled we bo- 
liovo the cost of removing the trap would 
be much less than we have calculated for. 

In the outfall sowers of -1 feet 3 inches 
and 4 fool diameter, in the Rn.-t,i B^y val- 
ley, we li;ivo made provision to drain the 
subsoil, and thus reinuve the swamping 
character of .the,valley;,l)y, drains separate 
from the 'sewer'. (Shi> drawing sheet 29.) 
These will huve ind«pandent outlets; 
ftii III her parts will have tlie aubiioil 
aulUciently dried by tlie strata being cut. 
Wo have provided a ventilator for each 
100 yards in length on tho outlet sewer 
in the Koss Bay valley, and for all other 
parts one ventilator for; each Sp.yardsjxor 
as near thereto as the several longtbB from 
interaections will divide into. All the 
manholes and lampboles are ventilators. 
The possibility of any section of sewer 
having mure than its natural state, of at- 
niiMpheric action i.s provided agaitist. (See 
drawing U, ahoet U-t ) 

Recent iiive.Htii,'ition hai donionatrated 
that in order to maintain u firat class sew- 
erage system it is imperative that tho 
sides of sewers be well cleansed by sud- 
den flushing of oonsiderable volumes of 
water, yf.n hav? provided very liberally 
in this behalf. The larger sewers are 
finshed by gates collecting a head and 
suddenly lihoratod. (See aiieetii 21, 25 
and 'M ) Tho smaller tcuininal aev.nra, 
wheiEvor the gradients are slightly ilat, 
will have uridergrouna automatic fluehing 
tanks placed near their heads. (Seo 
drawings, sheot 21). ) Theaa aro doHigned 
of three sizes, 000, 1,100 and 1,801) gal- 
lons. They may bo set to dischaigo at 
any (iesiralilo lime, miJ may bo fed by a 
small dribble of fresh water, or in some 
o:isea from the drainage of a single house. 
Tho position of these tanks is not shown 
on thn niiip, but la left to the discretion- 
ary skill of the executive engineer. 

Tho ^ijulliea are provided in ono pattern 
to be oitlior tra[iiied or not at will. Il is 
an advantage jccasioiially to nntrap them; 
but while being untrapped they do not 
admit any solid dibrk into the sewers. 
(See drawings, sheets 20 and 22.) An- 
other form of L,'ully with a side outlet is 
provideil fur in case where there aro alight 
depths in the James' Bay district. 

Ill treating the deep excavations the 
ciuohtioii of tunnelling vs. opon outs has 
received due cousidoration. We think 
open cuts the_ most desirable, because the 
variiujH junctions can then bo brought up 
within reasonable depth from tho aurfaca 
■■•ir tlio coiivenieiico of liomoholders; tho 
i X'ict pofiuions of all junctions will bo 
n storoii. (See claiLso 2(1 iu sjiecifica- 
lions ) The exact aito of junctions can at 
any time bo found hereafter within a 
possible error of a few inches. 

The drawing on sheet 20 illustrates tho 
posilion of tho gullies, whore all the 
gri.dieiit of surfaces cmivergo !,;) the inter- 
aoclion of two atroots; but this case sel- 
dom happens, Tho cro.'ising pavements, 
&o., are only illusirative of how an inter- 
section can Ijo treated, and do net form 
any part of the work inoluded in tho bills 
of quaiiLitiea. 

Th-jro may be some localit.iea beyond 
the boundarioa provided by tho bills of 
quantities in which a sewer will be rei|uir- 
od at unoe. For instance, in Noith Park 
street; whilst there are inanyntreols with- 
in tho pale of tho bills of t|Uiiiitilic's where 
thu suwera aro not iieceaaary at present. 
This power of variation is fully reserved 
to the council. We think, however, that 
the bills of quantities provide for more 
lineal loiiglh of sewora Mian you will ro- 
quiri) for sumo yeara to coino. 

We think that tho depths of the tribu- 
tary iiewetH are eliuwn fully dee|) on the 
aectioim and aumo saving may perhaps bo 



economical, as well as efiicient, construg- 
tion of the works. 

Wo have introduced every known Im- 
provoment into tho works. AH brick work 
is sot in Portland cement mortar. We 
havo made enquiries as to hydraulic lime 
being found in. the province, or in tho 
adjoining States, but cannot find aiiy 
material reliable as mortarfor works sub- 
ject to the action of sewenige^v 1° Great 
Britain there are extensive natiiral depos- 
its of lime eminently hydraulic in their 
nature. 

Wo have prepared duplicate copies of 
all drawings and documents forwarded to 
you in caae of mistake in transit; and we 
have retained seven copies of the bills of 
quantities, in case the ' council should 
eventually determine to solicit tenders in 
Great Britain . 

We oatimate the cost of constructing 
tho works aa sot out in the bills of quan- 
tities at §408,000 (four hundred and six- 
ty-eight thousand dollars, ) based on the 
price of labor current in the city in April 
last, and on trap costing (three . dollars) 
per cubic yard, in excavation. The out- 
full works between Rosa bay and Govern- 
ment, in Discovery, represent an expen- 
diture of §1-12,902 (ono hundred and forty- 
two thousand nino hundred and sixty- 
two dollars). 

We have provided ample storm over- 
flows both for.the BosBV:ba^.Bnd ■ J|^^ 
bay divisions. By these means the sizes 
of the Bowers are much reduced from 
what would have been otherwise neces- 
sary. Tho capacities of the outfall sew- 
ers are such as to be equal to the require- 
meiiti of tho city, when fully built up 
within its water-shed area.,. 

;jy^B .never remember a period when 
metals and freight were, so low in price as 
they aro at present. These fadts are fav- 
orable features in the exeouttou of the 
works. 

It is the universal custom in Great 
Britain for corporate institutions to bor- 
row money for the execution of perma- 
nent public works, such for instance as 
thoae aowerago works and the proposed 
extonsicm of the water works iu (mr city, 
on tho security ot the rates to bo raised; 
and thus spread the coat over fuluro gen- 
erations. In this ease suppose that a sum 
of lf'180,000 WHS borrowed for sewerage 
and water works purposes, (the whole of 
which would not be required at once), 
and tho re|)aymont of principal and in- 
terest spread over GO years, the annual 
payment to be raised would be about 
$21,214 (twenty-one thousand two hun- 
dred and fourteen dollars); that is assum- 
ing the mciney cati be obtained at 4 per 
cent, interest per annum, At the end of 
CO years rapaymont would cease. In the 
courao of a few years, as the population 
and rating power of tho city increases, 
the yearly amount to be raised will be 
felt much lea-i. This has bean the case ia 
all growing towns. 

It is better, wa think, for Victoria to 
make a sure and lasting beginning in their 
sewerage system, r^ither than resort to 
such tinkering operations as is in vosjue 
in San Francisco, which must eventually 
lead to and have caused a vast destruc- 
tion of hum^n life, and otherwise lower 
the tone of the public health. 

Should your Council require our ser- 
vice.i in the future to taka a gouornl 
charge of the execution, wa would havo 
greit jiloasure in implementing the second 
part of our proposition as yet forth IQ our 
letter of the 7th September laat.,',

Uii»iiiHiously. 

Delay Counseled IJiitil Next 
ITear'a Council Cau Bcein 
the Work. 

About ore hundred and fifty people as- 
sembled in Philharmouic hall last even- 
ing in roapoQse to tho advertisement 
calling together the taxpayers for the par- 
posQ of discussing tho suweraKO loan by- 
law, Tho meeting was unde^ the guid- 
aucB of Mesira. K. Fiulayaon. C. E. Eed. 
forn« and ex-Mayor Oarey, with T. 
Nicholson as secretary, 

la opening the meeting 

Ml".. E. FINLAYSON 

said that it was for the purpnso of dis- 
cussing the sewerage quealiou. For soiue 
time past there had been a largo disous- 
sioQ of the sunny side of the question, fur 
what reason he was not aware. The city 
had a population of 10,000, and out of 
thesa there wore 1,460 property owners 
who would have to pay the brunt of tho 
taxes. They had now 8250,000 debt, 
and it was proposed to add S500,000 to 
this. This would require 860,000 yearly 
to pay interest. and sinking fand. If this 
enornapus Jiabfliiy wi»re incurred it would 
have the effect of driving people a«'ay 
from tho city to Vuucouvor aud other 
places. They would mako auch ituprovo- 
uionts that thoy would mortgage the city 
to its full value. He did uot blame tho 
present oouutjil so much as the previous 
one, who had initiated the scheme by 
employing a foreign, engioeer tr. mako 
pluns which might have been expended at 
homo. He thnught there were bylaws ou 
the books of the council which, if carried 
out, would keep tho city clean. [Hear, 
liuar,] Uo believed iu keupiiig the Liioaey 
atnoiig U8. Pickering & Crompton had 
estimated ^ per cubic yard, but his cx- 
perionoo was that it would cont much 
more, and the scneroa thoy had proposed 
he did not think fuasible uf carrying uut 
ilo would nut detain tlioai. but would 
read a resululion moved by iVU. Carey 
and seconded by Mr. Boyd: 

'- That wa view with alarm the proposal 
t j borrow 8500,000 to carry out Messra. 
Pickering & Oruntptou'a schoine for eflfeot< 
ing the sewerage of the city, consideriiiu 
ira aiuiiU papulaliou, note Ciiodini; 10,000 
or 1'2,000, and uut uf that number not 
more than 1,428 being property owners, 
ou whoist the liability falls; the iutereat 
and Milking fund on whicb would cauae 
such an iuerensu nf the rates as will seri- 
uusly depreciate the value of property, 
which in now taxed to its full value. We 
coiieider the scheme .premature and shall 
appose the pausage of the bylaw on the 6th 
of January next. 

MR. CAREY 

Said in propoaiiig the resolution he did it 
nirb a tibw uf pre tectiiig the goueral in- 
terest. He regretted that thu newapapera 
pubiiahcd such libels about the coudttiuii 
of the city and'^he'^only^iS^ed that the 
lew of Englani was in Vogue here which 
would tine thom every day. (Laughter.) 
The aystem propuaed was au antediluvian 
one. To construct the draiu from 
Spratt's to Robs bay it wojild cost for 
brick work alone §200,000. With regard 
tu bxcaration, it was a big expense — it 
would ooB^,,,81Q9>CIQO. .JYiien thejr had 
gut the main draib oonstriiolecrit' woiild 
have taken at least ?500,000. If the city 
vvaa put up at auction to-day it would not 
bring enough to build that system. 
(Laughter and Oh's 1) There was not 
enough population in the oity to stand t^e 
expense of building tho tewors in fifty 
years ; anil'' he^. 4|id: not believe, anyone 
here would see it built. He believed 
that it would break the city if the system 
was inaugurated. It would saddle tiie 
city with u million dollars. Thoy should 
bo oaulioua what thoy borrowed, for thoy 
would have to pay fur it. He would op- 
pose the bylaw with every muscle. Thoy 
must have a loss-expensive systom. Ue 
did not oppoae sowBrag- but thought a 
simple syatuin should be introdiicud. Lot; 
the terra cutta system bo inaugarattjd, 
which was so succesaful in dthar places. 
He thought the reports of the city's filth 
were confined to tho ^lewspaper ollioes. 
It was on old adage that every fox smelt 
his own hole first. (Laughter.) He be- 
lieTed the construction of the main sewer 
would cause rnoro malaria than anything 
oIbo th«iy had got. Ho believed there 
was no healthier city on tho Pacific cuaet. 
They had^good water, a healthful climate 
and a prosparoas community. Ho did 
not want any one deceived, and he 
thought if the bylaws which had been 
previously passed were placed be- 
furo the pouplu in a fair way 
they w.juld not havo given the monoy. 
He recommended them to vote "nay,'' as 
he intended to, (Applause.) 

KK. JOHN BOYD 

said. he was opposed to the sewerage sys- 
tem, 'iind thought if the earth closet sys- 
tem was carried ouw it would make tho 
oity healthy. Ho had visited the hounes 
of many during his term of office, and had 
found soiiiu cloaii and sweet through tho 
oartli-cloaut Hyutoin buing carried out, and 
olhora etiiikinf; and dirty by not observ- 
ing it. Ho had visited many cities in 
Europe and In Canada, and he thought 
Victoria as healthy and clean as any of 
thom. When Viotoria became an uti- 
healty city ha would go in for borrowing 
iti.iiu'.y, but at proaeiit he did not think it 
necessary. Lie thought it unjust to 
try and pass this bylaw and he for one 
would oppose it. 

Mr. Tudd suggested that othSrs be 
heard before the n solution was put, 

(;(H7N. iiicurNB 
being called for said ho would brief- 
ly state Ilia vitiwa on the mutter. 
In comir.g before thu eleotora ho 
had stated in his addrena that he would 
Buppojt a thorough system uf sowerago 
That was why ho had boon elected and 
chat \vii8 tho point o.. which tho whole 
onuiicil had boon elcctud Thu two pre- 
vious councils had also been sewerage 
councils. Mr. Rbdfurn who now oppiiued 
the system was electdd tisepport sower 
ago. Ue was sorry that ho had since 
prdVud incoilMlslmit. lit- v.anljj it tlia 
liiictly undural (juil tli;it tho cuuiiuil did 
not wish to aecuri! the loan without an ap 
peal to tho pooplo The ratepayers had 
elected them tu support sewerage and 
they were only endeavoring to carry out 
their wishes.

Mr. N, Shskcspearu iniiiu report made 
a passing notice in favor of Howorage, 
Mr, Rithelslso, in his report, favored 
sewerage. Doth this and Iho pnivioiis 
CDiiccil had uioroly tried to csrry out llie 
wisliea of the ratepayers, The oouneila 
were in no way to bo blamed, sinoo they 
had taken their instruotiuus from the 
rstepayore. He thought Mr. Bedfern 
should explain bis ohikuge or front. Id 
justice to Mr. Ourey he believed ho had 
alwnys been oonaistent in his oppoaition. 
Oaa thing ho wiihed to imprait upon 



tbem, and that wm ' th«t .'the'CoanoU did 
uot desire to force the'loaii doiwn the 
ratepayers' throats. Every facility had 
boon given to them to find out the facts 
of the whole lyttsm. 

Conn. Oraut said Mr. Finlaytou had 
stated the debt of the «ity wrongly. Tho 
actual debt was really 9100,000 less than 
Mr. FiulaysoD had platoed it, though, 
perhaps, he did not take the various mat- 
ter* into considoratiou. The resolution 
did not state the case right. It was not 
propoaed to borrow 8500,000, but to ob- 
tain power to go to the legislature to ob- 
tain permission to borrow such an 
amount, and before it oouid be borrowed 
they would again . have' to'.g^itoIthiB peo- 
ple for consent. Mr, Piakerini; isitimated 
the removal of trap rook at 83 per yard, 
but it was the experience of the Council 
that it could be doae fur less. Ho be- 
lieved that the oity could be sewered for 
3100,000, and It was averred by many 
competent' to understand that it was 
eheaper to keep property clean by a good 
system of sewerage than by the method 
now in Togoe iu this oity. He thought 
the burden would be very light for the 
next 6to years, and by that time the city 
would have increased its rovenuo suQi- 
oiently to meet it. 

Mr. T. Burns asked why local engineers 
hsd not be«n employed iastead of going to 
England. 

Mr, Grant said there wsa this much to be 
said about Pibkering^& drdimpton'aplans-- 
that thoy wouldbear the oLosest inspection . 
The plans in the ' otBos wsre bat a smalt 
I)ortior: of the work they had given for the 
monoy, 

Ex-llayor Rithet was recoiTsd with 
cheers, and said be only oamo hofora them 
to acBWoi tho rebuke that bad been cant 
upon the old council. He-was perfectly 
willing to fatbor his own child, for though a 
groat deal bad been eaid aboiit sewerage be- 
fore he oame into office^ yet he was the 
only oue who had bronght before them a 
prufltioal system. While ho was in favor of 
a system of sewerage, yet was sorry to hoo 
that the prosout council had not told thetu 
whi»t thoy were going to do with thu money 
whoa they got it, Ho did uut kuow whcro 
the system would bo comuioncod, whether 
at Roaa bay or somo other point. Us 
thought like this— that if tho buihling was 
comuioucod at lloas bay there wight bo a 
ditl'ereuce of opinion srise aud all the work 
done wonld bo thrown away. He thought 
that if they had oome beioze them with a 
■ystem that 'would^ drain Fort,: Pooglae, 
Oovernment, Yates and. Johnson streets 
into the harbor, aud then commence the 
main sower, there would soarcely be a man 
whc woald vote against it. He was uot 
afinld of debt when it was incurred for a 
proper purpose. He also thought that thoy 
should uot be led by men who drew all 
their income from rents and actually liv- 
ed on tka (jrogrcas and eoterpriaa of oth- 
ers. (Applause.) No, he did not believe 
In the fear of debt, and he did not be- 
liers in l>eing led by old fogies. (Great 
applause.) The present council had se- 
cured a groat deal of mimoy ; thoy had 
givBU sidewalka to those who wanted thoni 
and to a few who did uot. (Laughior.) 
He hoped the council would take a litUe 
advice and instead of pushing the ietrsr- 
age echeme this year let the matter go, 
and probably next year's revenue could 
bo drawn on to the oitent of JlOfOOOand 
a aystem inaugurated. He was torrj 
that he had to opposo the present coun- 
cil in their system, but he did not believe 
it was possible or legsl for thom to carry 
it out. . . ,

Mr. Bitbct moved iu amendment that, 
while this meeting recognises the oecea- 
aity of a thorough system of aewerago, yat 
thoy are of opinion that tho proaent by- 
law is too indefinito to allow the ratop.iy- 
era to vote intfilliirently thereon. There- 
fore be it resolved thai the council be 
reqeetted to withdraw the same at ita next 
meetinir, 

Mr. A. Wilson, in ssconding the amend- 
ment, said he thought the council hsd 
placed tho bylaw indefinitely boforo them, 
and inuro than once they had changHd 
front. No intelligent man would say 
that ho was opposed to a proper system of 
sewerage. Ho waa in favor of a syntem. 
He thought if the council hsd placed all 
Ihe iiiformatiot. before them thero would 
not hare been this opposition. Mr. Pickna- 
ing's report, published in the Tirnca, was 
a fsir one and it was only within tho laat 
few days that maps and plans wereplaoed 
before the ratepayers. The previous coun- 
cil had gone to work in a buainess like 
way, sad ho believed they had secured 
good plans from honest men. He was not 
opposed to drpinsge, but ho thought a 
schoine should be submitted tu tho rate- 
payers which would allow them to vote in- 
telligently. He thongbt the council at 
its next moetiag should withdraw the by- 
law and hand »t over to the coming ouun- 
cil to complete. 

Ex Mayor Eedfern said he would sup- 
port the amendment of Mr. Bithat, and 
In doing so would refute the charge uf 
inconsistency brought against him by Mr. 
Uiggiiia. Ho was not opposed to Bowor- 
ago, but WIS uppoaod to a bylaw that 
called for 5500,000 with such meagre in- 
formation, llu was not certain whether 
Pickering Crompton's aystem was tho 
beat. In many old cities theaeparato 
system had been adopted instead of the 
combined systom. Tie thought the small 
sewers to carry off tho refuse from 
tho houBBs was sufhcient. Thu rain- 
fill would bo drawl) olf by tho natural 
fall of the laud. Ho (Mr. R.) quoted 
authorities to show that the fall proposed 
by Fiokeriiig Bod Orompton was 
liot sufficient. By the separate 
sjntjm thoy could readily ar- 
range for the Hushing of thu aowur-i. Ho 
thought » mist-ike had been made in not 
getting a plan for the separate system in 
order to allow ratepayers to dutorinine 
whioh would meet the wants of tho city. 
He biid in his report for the year 188;{ fa 
Tored a lewerage scheme and ho had not 
changed his mind. 

Mayor Pell said ho was glad that tho 
amondmoiit had been proposed fur it uiut 
his views There wasno intention on thu 
part of the council to thrust any propo- 
Blli(ju down their throats He liad favor- 
ed a prop'imti'.Di whioh had been 
favored by a ininurity of the council. 
The majority s»id wo will bring the 
bylaw beiore I he pooplo t ) be voted oti 
yes or no, Ho did not f..vor this, and 
thought that if the propositions which 
had been voted on by four ami killed by 
live counoillora had boon brought before 
thom it would have uiut many uf tho cun- 
tenlioiis that hud boen brought forward 
to-night. So far as Pipkering & Oromp- 
ton's Bjstem is conoorncd Mnyor Fell 
tlioughl that it was tho host th -.t could ho 
procured and the tirm stand A I in (Jriiut 
liiritiiiu, Victoria hacl boon mRligiiod by 
thu papers and it was regarded by ssstorn 
people an Iu a fer.rful condition, but from 
what he had seen in the east Victoria was 
far ahead of many and equal to the best- 
only they required a little more drsinage. 
The mayor spoke further, nnd said ho had 
not a voto in the oounoil — thoy had takoii 
it nwny and he was now only a chairman, 
(Laughter.)

Thrilling: D«rut Us ol ihc Wreck 
ofUic Lilly CSriicc. 

Tho Chilian bark Lilly Grace sailed 
from Port Uiacovery on Duoamber 12th 
with a cargo of SOO^QOQ feet^f lumber for 
Valparaiso. She carried bT crew of twelve 

men all told. She had a fresh east wind 
to Race Rocks, when it calmed down and 
then blow strong southwest. Capt. Wall 
found she was being driven on tho 
Vancouver shore, and carried sail hard to 
got back on tho American shore. In cross- 
ing the atraita she came within^ ten feet 
of running against the masts of the Belvi- 
dere, winch ve-saGl's topgallants wero out 
of water. This was in tho night. Passed 
Cipo Flattury at 8 a. m. Tuesday, Dec. 
14'.h. 

At 8 a. m. on tho l.Tth no sailii wore set 
except tho roof spanker and mizzen stay 
sail. The ship was straining and labor- 
ing, and commenced to make more water. 
At noun a whole gale was blowing, with 
a tremendous B'ja running. At this junc- 
ture tho loa pump bruko down, and the 
men kept pumping with the weather 
pump. There was ileven feet of water 
iu hor h 1 1. At miduight on Wednesday 
the deukload coininouced broskiug up, 
and the vos.iel was in a bad state and the 
criiw ur(.;cd tho captain to abandon her. 
Ooo bo It had boon carrit-d away, and the 
forecastle deck-huu.so, galley and forward 
oabin were all washed out and gutted. 
On Thursday, the iCth, tho weather com- 
menced worse than tho night before, 
l^art cf tho deck load waJ thrown over- 
board, riioro wan 30 much water in tho 
vessel that .sho laboi-ed heavily. Loat 
Olio boat, and the oihui- n<>t being able to 
carry all handa, they m idu a raft. 

On Friday the ^ veasoj was like a log. 
The crew we're'then all ilving in the cab- 
in, which had been baled out. Sighted a 
four-raaatoii ship ami a barkantiiio pass- 
ing, but too fur utf t'l speak. At noon on 
the I8II1 the vessel was very deep and la- 
boring heavily . At noon the raft was 
launched and made fast to the stern, and 
the balance' of the deck load was thrown 
overboard. The' vessel was breaking up 
and tho crew wanted tho oaptiin to aban- 
don her or run hnr iiah.'ru; ilien ah.iut 50 
ninni ofl" shore, and -10 or 50 miles ai)uth 
of tb:i Cape. At a in 00 Sunday they 
lost the raft. On M.inuf.y, tho 20th, the 
land wss made between Point Grenville 
and Gray's harbor. 

Seeing it impossible to save the vessel, 
the captain thuii.^ht it Oost t ) try and save 
the lived of the crow, ao ho head- 
ed her for the be ich and drove her into 
the breakers. When sho struck the boat 
was lost and the vessel broke into three 
pieoes:' This was Monday evening, and 
they-aH'olung to the wreck till Ttiesday 
afternoon, Thoy remained in this tbrn- 
blo position all Monday night and till 
Tuesday nftiirnoua. During thu after- 
noon tho Indiana gut a surf boat, ran a 
line to the vessel and got them off. Thoy 
were chilled through, nlinust naked and 
starving. The wruok was sold to settlers 
for 91(M). Theylsrrived- St Olympia' on 
Sunday nii;ht. The bark belonged to 
Elazeutfe Coinptoii, of Valparaiso, and 
was 20 years old. 'I'ho cqitain does uot 
know whether she was insured or uot. 
The captain loat everything, but, fortun- 
ately, his log book washed ashore, and he 
recovered it. >

Expression of 0|tinion From the 
JTIedical men. 

A representstivo of The Colonist inter, 
viewed a number of tho city physicians on 
the sewerage question, and thoy all agree 
npon the one point — that a system uf 
drainage must be inaugurated and oum- 
pletod, if' the city's health is to bs prs- 
aerved. The need of a sewerage system 
was dally growing aud if delayed lung it 
must eventually result in disaster to the 
city's health and reputation as a residsncs 
point. 

We give below the opinions of stveral 
of the medical mep and to-morrow will 
publiah the balance: 

DR. A. L. MUHH 

city health olhcer, on being queried said 
he thought that seweragi was of tho ut- 
most necessity 1q order to purify the oity 
and SBSure ita continued good health. 
Uis yearly report contained a most favor- 
able showing, but there wsa no telling 
when an epidoraio would be upon us. At 
the preaent time owing to the long con- 
tinuance of tho rainy weather there waa 
a mild type of typhoid (or sewer gaa faver) 
prevsleiit, he now having five patieuia 
with this fever. This he cuueidored waa 
due to the miasmas arising from the un- 
drained Streets and lots,,, .Iit;.WM more 
narticulsriy confined to females, and this 
fact was probably due to their being lung- 
er in tho houBOH and not getting «o much 
ohaugo and fresh air ss the men. In 
many of the old honaoa built near the 
nsrth there waa a great doal of favor 
breeding miasma arising through them 
from deposits of offensive matter around 
and under them. There was a great need 
that a system of sewerage shnnld at once 
be begun, or wo might soon seriously suf- 
fer in health by the lack uf it. Ho would 
like to see » beginning made.' 

DR8. VAOnWAIN & DRARDON 

said that there was no doubt but that 
the oily required sewerage badly. The 
constant inoreaee of population would add 
to this necessity. While thure was liltle 
cause to complain at Huch a time as the 
preasnt owing to the action of rain and 
strong. windsi' yet in the dry summer when 
there were exhalations fr«m the earth, 
there being no sewers to carry off the 
poisonous miktter with which it had be- 
oomo impregnated, it resulted in produc- 
ing considerable typhoid, and other fevers. 
No one, the doctor thought, could'dispute 
the fact that sewerage whs urgently need- 
ed and if the money waa tu t granted now, 
it muat be within a vury abort tieio. In 
the meantime the city would sulfur in 
health at home and in reputation abroad, 
and in theso two instances would be great- 
ly the loser. He could not speak too 
strongly in favor of a thorough sewerage 
system, one whioh would . purify, the city 
from the prsaenoe of diseifEe. breeding 
germs. 

1(B.,H, BAKKiuOir, 1^ S. O. 8., 
stated that bin opinion on the sewerag* 

quettion was precisely the aaiue as that 
he had previously expreaaed, only now 
there was a still mure presaing necessity 
that the system be commenced and car 
ried nut. The principal atroots might uot 
be inappropriately described as cesspools, 
for the filtn that gathered from the horses 
and from other sources were not washed 
away, but sank into th« oarth and were 
coctinually sending furth noisome vapors 
that interfered seriously with the general 
health of the city. Ho could not'speak 
too strongly on bohalf of a sewerage sys- 
t»m, for tho city would never ble in even a 
paasable sanitary condition until it had 
become a fact. 

.If ..-su DB -J. 8. UBLUOEKN 

said he thought that sewerage was a most 
esaontial thing for the preservation of 
health, although ho is of the opinion that 
typhoid fover does not so much ariso 
from bad drainage, rathor that it is 
brought here. Fever, he said, was pre- 
valent in well drained cities. He also 
thinks that a great deal of the sickness 
arises from the filthy state in which 
some people keep thoir back premiaea. 
If the members of the Council who have 
visited Chinatown would pay a visit to the 
back yards of the reaidoncea of some of 
the white population, they would soon 
find that the latter places were no hotter 
than this 'former. Ho thought that as tlie 
corporation were now introducing a good 
measure, they should lo(jk well into this 
matter, and either compel tho people to 
keep their back yards free from filth, or 
do it themselves as the oouDoils do in 
other cities. "Oh, yes'" said the doo- 
tor, "I am in favor of a, good aystem of 
sewerage every time."!

WHEREAS, the Subscribers ol tho Mechanics' Lit. 
erary Institute heretofore - established and main- 
tained at Victoria have resolved to hand over the 

Library of that Institute to the City Council as a free 
or [lartiiilly free eirenlating library, 

A.sii Wni'.KKAS, It is expedient to accopt tho offer 
eonUined in the mid resolution and catabllsh and 
maintain a public and partially free library; there-

Bi IT Enaotko by the Councll of the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, as follotre:
